Tb* Rev. Arthur Brown, D D.. Secre¬ 
tary of tb* Presbyterian Board of 
foreign Missions, dellve vd an interest¬ 
ing discourse on tb* R uaeo-J span see 
war Sunday nlgbt te tbe Glen Ridge 
Congregational Cburob. In bla official 
oepeclty of missionary secretary Dr. 
Brown personally vtaltsd tba seen** of 
tbe present oonfitot two year* ago. By 
reason of bis official position ba Is also 
familiar with tbs political situation In 
tbe Par East, particularly tbs maouii- 
vrlng of Russian diplomacy. Through 
bla familiarity with tbs territory lo 
which tb* war Is now progressing sod 
bla knowledge of tbe ultimate dralgue 
of tbe powere Involved lo It, Dr. Brown 
was lo a position to pl^ce bla subject 
before bis bearers lo a clear, concise 
mod Instructive msooer. The topic waa: 
‘’Korea Between the Mlllslooee, Japan 
and Russia.’* Tbe aim of bis discourse 
was to show tbe possible effects of tbe 
war upon the spread of tbe Gospel civil- 
Ixatlon In Korea and China. 

Dr. Brown gave a description of 
Russia's preaeot situation with teapeet 
to an ocean outlet and reviewed tbe 
vailoue schemes of Russian diplomats 
to secure eucb an outlet. In tbla part 
of bla address be Imparted some In¬ 
teresting Information tbat baa not 
yet appeared lo tbe newspapers and 
ether periodicals. Russia having been 
thwarted by other European powers In 
gtlnlrg a direct outlet to tbe sea by 
way of tbe Medllertaneso. tbe Baltic Sea 
and the Persian Gulf, finally determined 
to gaiu ber ends on tbe Pacific coast. 
Dr. Brown, like Dr. MacArtbui, declared 
tbat tbe Pacific waa to be the future 
eceoe of tbe world's great activities, 
politically and commercially. Russia's 
absolutely despotic policy In oom 
politics and religion was set forth sad 
several Illustrative Incidents quoted. 

Al ec a graphic review of Russia's 
pen n ing la lbs aesfllsA la lb* asst. Dr. 
Brown reviewed tbe eubjsot from tb* 
isosse standpoint. Hs rapidly 
sketched tbs marvellous development of 
Japes la lb* pent half cen tu ry. 

Alluding to tb* “yellow peril." about 
Mob some of tb* civilised sountrtss sf 
nope were so much 
Brown showed tbat t 
tb# Chinese bad an equal right sad aa 
just on use to dread tbe “white peril." 
Japan. Dr. Brown said, was termed a 
heathen nation, and be draw a compar¬ 
ison between ooodltloos under tba re¬ 
spective governments of Buaala and 
Japeo, which showed the latter to ba 
tba superior nation In Industrial devel¬ 
opment and enterprise and In educa¬ 
tional work. Japan baa more public 
so bools than Russia and coo rtbutas 
more money annually to tbe support of 
schools. Japan's position In tbs war 
waa to proteot bersolf and China and 
Korea from eventually coming under the 
dominion of tba Slav.* 

Korea, Dr. Brown showed, waa tba 
bone of contention between tbe two 
warrlog nation*, and he drew a pathetic 
ptoture of the situation of tba unhappy 
Koreans. In describing Korea and 
tbe Koreans Dr. Brown spoke from tbe 
missionary standpoint. It waa evident 
that be felt that tb* esuae of tb* 
Gospel would be more advantageously 
promoted by tbe eucceee of Japan lo 
tbe preaeot war than by tbat of Buaala. 
If Russia gained Korea tbe door will be 
closed tbere to evangelical missionary 
work. Dr. Brown related several In¬ 
stances ot bla personal contact wltb the 
people of Korea and of tbelr reedlneee 
»o accept the Gospel. Before ooodudlng 
be made a vigorous reply to some un¬ 
favorable criticisms tbet bad appeared 
lo some newspapers about tb* mis¬ 
sionaries In Korea.
